THE BANK SITUATION IN BRIEF. 


Harry J. Hoover pleaded guilty to alteration of the Peoples National 


Bank books and was sent on Monday. DA. 7. 1903, to the Ohio peniten- 
tiary, to serve a sentence of five years. Deducting "good time" Hoover 
must serve three years and four months. 
The Peoples Bank shortage 


was $3tj,000. while Hoover's shortage at the Licking Bank was $44,000, 
$36,000 of the latter sum from the Licking being 
used to square ac- 


counts at the Peoples. Hoover insists that he did not take the Peoples 
money, but finding discrepancies In the books, assumed the loss rather 
than tell the facts to the officials. Beyond question he took Licking Bank_ 
funds in excess of the amount necessary to square the shortage at the 
Peoples. The Licking is a state bank, the Peoples a National bank. He 
was indicted under the federal statute so no formal charges in 'court 
were preferred against him for embezzling Licking bank funds. The* 
Licking bank directors secured Hoover's property and then paid $24,000, 
the difference between that and'his shortage to make the bank solid. 


Harry P. Scott, life long friend of Hoover, and son-in-law of Presi- 


dent Benjamin Franklin of the Peoples National Bank, was indicted 
with Hoover. Scott received none of the money, but for friendship's 
sake and to recover for the bank of which his father-in-law is"president 
the money stolen from it, Scott let Foover into the bank at night so that 
Hoover might altervthe^books, after having returned to the People's Bank 
the sum of $3C,QOO^o.-i^fee his accounts there square. Scott entered a 
plea-^feQlfttC^S^^pe-betore j^udse^T^onTgs^n~-~antl"-tra"s^rat¥ricga.~to'"13"" 
inonths in the" penitentiary. It was admitted in court that-Scott did 
not profit by the transaction and that he did it for friendship and to re- 
cover the ihoney for his father-in-law's bank. Letters from nearly all the 
bankers in Newark testifying to his excellent reputation were read to 
the court . Sentence was suspended 30 days to enable Scott's lawyers 
to carry tlje case to the United States court of appeals which will prob- 
ably reach the case some time nexz spring. 


Cashier J. M. Maylone of the Peoples Bank, worried over the bank

ARIS. Nov. 2fi.—The feelings of 


UIJH pr<*"»t K«.-nerat!on. which Is 
no'l given to hiding Its llRht un- 
der a bu.shc-l, arc; never more 
evident than at Christinas time, 


or, rather, the busy <1ays preceding the 
holiday season. Instead of the hearty 
spirit of hospitality v.'hich once reigned 
under \videsprwidingr rooftrcon, the sole 
idea of Christ mas cheer now abroad 
among smart Parisians is to leave home 
to the domestics, relegate revelry to 
the servants' quarters and fly the oc- 
casion of family parties by taking 
rooms at some fashionable hotsl. This 
modern spirit la not to be commended 
and does not carry in its wake the 
Christ teachings which were demo- 
cratic, with universal good will to men, 
and not snobbish exclusiveness. 
But 


we are modern nowadays, exceeding 
modern, and the ways of other days 
are not our ways. 


A few Parisian grandes dames who 


lead the fashion in ideas as well as in 
modes have set the new Christmas 
pace, and their clientele will not he 
slow in following in their footsteps. 


This holiday exodus naturally hastens 


the Christmas present buying season, 
for If the spirit be lacking the Christ- 
mas gifts will not be found wanting 
in number or in kind. The shops have 
already .put on their most fascinating 
holiday attire and are daily bringing 
out some so called novelty. Of course 
the Rue de la Paix and the Rue de Ri- 
voli, with their glittering shops and 
elegant array of wares, are the streets 
where the-Christmas shoppers go for 
their most stunning presents. But it is 
surprising how many times one meets 
madame in the despised Bon Marche, 
and always walking around with that 
unmistakable caught-in-the-act and "I- 
haven't-an-idea-why-I'm-here" air.

Sugar absorbs moisture very

The Title by Which Herbert 
Spencer Will Be Remembered. 


DEEP THIKKEE j IKOISIVE WEITEE 


A Follower of Dttrvrln, He Bluzed the 


Fatb For the Latter'* "The Origin 
of 
Specie*"—Originally Ridiculed 


by the MUMCCM, He Cause to Be Ad- 
mired by Them. 
It was inevitable that in his great 


struggle with death at Brighton, Eng- 
land, Herbert Spencer, octogenarian, 
none too well supplied with this 
world's goods,' should rivet the atten- 
tion of the world just as he did more 
than a generation ago with the books 
which were destined to make his name 
immortal. 


The last of the great Victorians— 


euch is Herbert Spencer's title to pres- 
ent day pre-eminence, says the New 
York Herald. To be a great Victorian 
is in itself a title to glory, for only the 
Augustan age in Rome, the age of Per- 
icles in Athens and the Elizabethan age 
in England can rival it in its brilliant 
array of poets, artists, statesmen, his- 
torians and scientists. 


Especially was it great in science, 


and Herbert Spencer was for a genera- 
tion one of its greatest scientists. He 
will always be remembered as one of 
that extraordinary quartet which forced 
John Bull and the Philistine at large 
to, accept the doctrines of evolution 
that have practically revolutionized the 
entire world of modern thought. 


It was Charles Robert Darwin who 


first gave scientific cohesion and pre- 
cision to the doctrine in 1858-59 by his 
"Descent of Man" and his "Origin of 
Species." He was-ably assisted by his 
first and chief converts, John Tyndall,

HEBBEBT SPENCEB. 


Thomas Huxley and Herbert Spencer. 
Tyndall developed it on the side of 
physics. Huxley brought new evi- 
dences for it from his studies in biology. 
Herbert Spencer emphasized and en- 
larged it on the side of social science. 


In-fact, on the basis of what is now 


known in philosophical slang as "nat- 
ural selection" and "the survival of the 
fittest," he produced an absolutely new 
philosophy of social science which is 
generally accepted by the thinking 
world. 


The author of this .comprehensive 


revolution was born in the first quarter 
of the century (April 27, 1820), the son 
of a poor schoolmaster in Derby. He 
had few early advantages. His educa- 
tion comprised only a smattering of the 
dead languages and 110 knowledge of 
the living ones, not even German, the 
lack of which he freely deplored. In 
his seventeenth year he became an en- 
gineer and followed that ^calling for 
eight years. 


In his leisure hours he interested him- 


self in the study of social sciencp, the 
first fruits of which appeared in 1S55, 
in "Social Statics," a book which, ap- 
pearing four years before "The Origin 
of Species," dimly anticipated some of 
Darwin's conclusions, for it purported 
to interpret the phenomena of mind on 
the general principle of evolution. 


The book was received with curiosity 


and approval by the" learned and pro- 
gressive, with scorn or neglect by the 
unlearned and the conservative. The 
Darwinian controversy, .which, set all 
England by the cars, attracted a cer- 
tain sensational reclame', for1' Herbert 
Spencer, who, through lectures and 
miscellaneous writings, was gradually 
pushing' himself forward -as one of the 
most energetic and able advocates of 
the new doctrines. 


Best of all. Mr. Spencer lived to see 


the world, which on its lower but more 
numerously populated levels had been 
inclined to hoot at him, turn around 
and appihad him as one of the greatest 
intellectual leaders of his time. His 
eightieth birthday, in 3000. was greet- 
ed with a chorus of praise in which all 
the civilized world joined. 


Bat it is praise more than pudding 


which Mr, tfpeneer received from the 
civilized world. He once wrote that 
| for the fir^t twenty years his puWish- 
| injr. instead of enrichinj: him. cost liim 
mom-y. Kvcn at the rosiest part of his 
later period the philosopher's banfc

It was but natural perhaps that Ucr- 


Yiert Spencer should be one of the most 
simple and unostentatious of men. He 
repeatedly declined academic honors 
from universities and colleges and tit- 
ular honors which Queen Victoria was 
willing to bestow, upon him with, it 
must be confessed, a somewhat niggard 
hand. She who made Disraeli an earl 
never offered to make Herbert Spencer 
anything higher than a baronet. But 
in truth the earldom i\ould have been 
even more distasteful to him than the 
baronetcy. 


A friend, writing of him as he was 


in his first appearance in London in 
1848, 
says that with bis ruddy com- 


plexion and* Vigorous frame he gavt 
the impression of being a young coun- 
try gentleman of the sporting farmer 
class. "When discussion arose, how- 
ever, he gave a hint of liis quality! His 
manner was earnest, and he argued as 
a man who had carefully thought out 
his convictions." 


At this time Herbert Spencer, having 


given up civil engineeilng because the 
crash in railroad enterprises had forced 
him out of work, was a subeditor on 
the London Economist aud a contrib- 
utor to the Leader, a •weekly paper es- 
tablished by 
Thornton 
Huut and 


George Henry Lewes. 


Thornton Hunt was a son cf Leigh 


Hunt, but is chiefly remembered as the 
man who ran away with Lewes' first 
wife and thus established a justifica- 
tion for Lewes' subsequent relations 
with the brilliant woman now famous 
as George Eliot. 


It was Herbert Spencer, however, 


•who first presented George Lewes to 
George Eliot The latter was then 
(1850) a subeditor on the Westminster 
Review, living in the family of the edi- 
tor, Dr. John Chapman. Herbert Spen- 
cer was her great friend, and he cer- 
tainly did as much as Lewes himself 
to awaken and stimulate her intelli- 
gence. It is said that he was in love 
with her. It is only certain that he was 
never to love with any one else and 
that he never married. 


In his early days Spencer had shown 


inventive talent. He constructed a vel- 
ocimeter, to indicate tLe speed of loco- 
motives, and long before Francis Gal- 
ton produced composite photographs 
Spencer had suggested the idea and 
pointed out its value. During the last 
illness of his mother, to whom he was 
devotedly attached, he invented for her 
a bed which moved in any direction, at 
a touch. Likewise he was something 
of a painter and rather more of a sing- 
er, possessing in the latter capacity a 
strong bass voice of good timbre. He 
continued to sing as an amateur in part 
music until ill health forbade the exer- 
tion. 


It is recorded that on good mornings 


he could produce as many as a thou- 
sand words. 
They were poured out 


naturally, with no apparent effort, but 
rather slowly. Evidently they had been 
thought over and arrang'ed in his mind 
during the previous afternoon and 
night,'for he rarely used notes. But 
this first draft was not allowed to go 
to the printer. At the end of a fort- 
night or so of dictation he would revise 
the product, substituting short words 
for big, pruning away unnecessary sen- 
tences and generally simplifying the 
test 


What TTith these labors of revision 


and occasional lapses into sickness the 
daily average of words when he was in 
his prime was reduced to" about 323. 


One of Mr. Spencer's early pleasant- 


ries was that he read very little, add- 
ing, with a smile, that if he read as 
much as other people he would know 
as little as they. But he had as aston- 
ishing faculty for absorbing knowledge 
from others. Also lie knew how to ex- 
act from his assistants the utmost aid 
in gathering data, so as to spare him- 
self for the organizing work he alone 
could do. 


The Telephone and the Tramp. 
A striking instance of the value of 


the rural telephone to the farmer in 
adding to the safety of his family dur- 
ing his absence from home developed 
at New Castle, In<i. recently, says the 
Orleans (Ind.) Herald. An unknown 
tramp was terrorizing the neighborhood 
near New Lisbon. lie called at farm- 
bouses and demanded food and drink 
and when refused threatened to kill the 
family where he called. The women of 
the neighborhood became frightened 
and telephoned to Hie sheriff. Sheriff 
Christopher went to the neighborhood 
and by aid of tlie telephone system 
through that section traced the tramp, 
anally overtook him and placed him in 
jail.

BLOOD MONEY. 


Robbers of tlie Poor Who Through 


Frar EntlOTT Unliursitics. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Slicer, pas- 


tor of All Souis' church, New Yoik, 
in a recent address in Cooper Union, 
under tbe auspices of the People's in- 
stitute, denounced millionaires "who 
try to do good with ill gotten^ gains by 
endowing colleges, hospitals and libra- 
ries." He said: 


"Many of you labor under tbe delu- 


sion that the moneyed classes who, 
after acquiring labulous wealth by 
means tbat are not honest, bequeath 
enormous sums to benevolent institu- 
tions arc doing good. It is all very 
well to have hospitals, institutions ol 
learning and libraries, but when OUG 
considers that the moneys expended 
for iLcse puryofacs are the results of 
plunder it is sufficient TO make one 
shrink fiom the thought. 


"I say candidly that it would be far 


better to ba\e institutions stand as 


they are instead of accepting ill gotten 
gains. A millionaire who, after spend- 
ing his life in acquiring and boarding 
wealth, suddenly comes to realize that 
he has done no good in the world for 
the welfare of his fellow man and en- 
dows a benevolent institution is not 
doing good. He thinks be is and firm- 
ly believes tbat his one charitable act 
makes reparation for bis sins of the 
past 


"During the coal strike last winter 


the price of oil was raised to 17 cents 
by the Standard Oil trust This was 
done at a time when tbe poor were in 
most need of this necessary commodi- 
ty, when suffering and*privation were 
on every baud. 


"But still Chicago university could 


receive a handsome endowment by one 
who was responsible for the untold 
suffering of tbe poor throughout the 
eastern states. 


"Then there is a class of people who 


try to, do good from fear. Thcr are 


instilled with a terrible dread of the 
consequences of tbe hei carter and do 
their level best to do good, r^i'l \, :;i 
state candidly that there is nothing to 
fear. 
God is too merciful, kind, just 


and good to fpar. but still man will go 
on day by day living in mortal dread. 
He isn't good because he wants to be, 
but merely to escape tbe punishment 
tbat he is told will be meted out to 
him. 
But I tell jou right here tbat if 


the fires of bell haven't been extin- 
guished they have been banked, and 
the devil is dead. I hope he is not a 
member of any of your families, so 
with tliis news you won't feel sad. 


"It is not hard to do good, but very 


few persons are stn\ ing bard to uplift 
their fellow man. Even-ministers find 
it bard at times to do uood, but I doubt 
if any of them have gone to hell while 
trying to pursue their ministerial du- 
ties as best they could."

IS 


PART OF THE WORLD'S WORK. 


Worklngiuen 
Have the Right to 


Form Union* and to liinlmt Thai 
Their Union* Be Ki-foKruized—Ein- 
plojerw Kxercixe tlic- Same Hlelitn. 
The right Of employees to organize 


and have their orgaui/.ation recognized 
is not lo be denied, not to be ignored, 
not to be put in the le.ist jeopardy. 


It' men In their position have not the 


light to organize, thuy have no rights 
at all, and their condition is simply 
that of helots. 


If they have not the tight to organ- 


ize, who has? 


If they have not that right, how did 


their employers come by theirs? 


Nobody has ever questioned the right 


of employers of labor to beloug to as 
many national employers' associations 
or national manufacturers'associations 
as they see fit. Nobouj has questioned 
their right to bind themselves to follow 
the policies adopted by these organiza- 
tions; nobody has questioned theii 
right to make agreements with one an- 
oth»r respecting wages or respecting 
anything else within the law. 


If tbe workingtnen should say to a 


manufacturer. "You must not belong tc 
the National Manufacturers' associa- 
tion." there would be a tremendous 
and indignant protest 


Yet what greater right has the em- 


ployer to say to the employee, "You 
shall not belong to your union?" What 
greater light has an employer to say 
that he will not recognize or treat with 
the union? What greater right has ha 
to object in any way to the union? 


The striking street car jeinployees, 


therefore, were perfectly right in stand- 
ing by their union and demanding its 
recognition. How can there be one code 
of morals for the workingmen and an- 
other for the employee? Where will 
you draw the line? Will you say that a 
man with $1,000,000 bas the right to 
belong to an association and a man 
with §10 has not? 


The labor organization is a just and 


necessary and indeed an indispensable 
factor of modern life. 


It is exactly in line with the progress 


and development of the times, which is 
steadily and always in the line of or- 
ganized and united effoit 


To say tbat this perfectly well known 


and inevitable tendency shall affect all 
other classes in society, but shall not 
affect tbe men that \\oik, is just sheer 
nonsense. 


Of course there must be labor unions, 


and there ought to be. Of course the 
tendency toward organization must af- 
fect workingmen. and it ought to affect 
them. The labor unions are a natural 
development of modem conditions. They 
have come to stay, to develop and be- 
come better agencies for progress and 
enlightenment, and any corporation 
that' sets its face against recognizing 
them is foolish, for it is" combating a 
worldwide and absolutely certain move- 
ment. 


The day has gone by for anything of 


that sort. We may as well recognize tend- 
encies that are part of the' evolution of 
the race. The single workingman dealt 
with singly by his employer and ex- 
pected to labor and not to think was 
natural enough in the days when every 
pair of shoes was made by one man, 
when a little blacksmith shop furnished 
one community's ironwork, when cloth 
was hand woven, when feudalism was 
still in control of men's affairs. 


The mere fact that in these days 


5,000 men are often engaged under one 
roof for one company is enough to ex- 
plain why the labor organization is in- 
evitable. 


For the same reason that the gigantic 


operations of the present day cannot 
be carried on without the union of cap- 
ital the union of toilers is equally cer- 
tain and natural. 


We might as well demand that a 


great railroad should be owned and di- 
rected in all its details by one man as 
that employers of many workingmea 
should deal only with tbe individual 
workiagman- 


To the wise employer also tbe labor 


union is a great practical advantage. 
It raises the quality and increases the 
efficiency of work, it Immensely sim- 
plifies the direction of an enterprise, it 
fosters intelligence, it discourages in- 
competence, it betters tbe product it 
furthers discipline, and it is a bar 
against injustice. The employer that 
recognizes the assistance he can derive 
from labor unions has gained an enor- 
mous advantage. The best labor, the 
most efficient labor, the most interested 
labor, always pays the employer the 
best Incompetent labor is dear at any 
price. 


Those that decry labor unions would 


decry in the same way any measure 
tbat sought to improve the condition 
of those that toil, any movement to- 
ward democracy, any effort to level 
the barriers of class and caste and 
bring about the broilierhood of man. 


Whenever a JaJ»or union insists upon 


its recognition as a union it is doing 
the world's work, it is belpinc on the 
cause of roan, it 3s in line with tbe de- 
velopment and growth of the race, 
•which is wholly toward organized and 
intelligent effort 


It is a1*o doing the jnst thing, the 


reasonable thing, the right thing. 


The rtfiit to orcnntee and to have 


organization rococnized is jnst Jikc the 
riszht to Jive. to think, to bnrlhc. lo be 
happy if po^iWo.-Chicago American.

The upper one in the group 
shown is a combined pipe holder and 
match safe. The materials comprise a 
cross section of an ear of dried corn 
with the kernels left on, a second cross

Section with the kernels removed and 
the center cut out, two bits of corncob, 
a strip of corn husk and a piece of 
smooth pine board about four inches 
wide and six inches long. The board 
should be stained green brown or dark 
red, 
then varnished. The other parts 


are trimmed smooth and varnished and 
are held to the board foundation by 
screws run through from the "back. 
The center of the cross section is cov- 
ered with a piece of sandpaper. 


The pipe rack at the lower part of 


the group requires a piece of chamois 
skin fourteen inches square—calfskin 
untanned is to be preferred if one in- 
tends to decorate the rack with pyrog- 
raphy—and a piece of book .board 9 by 
&/2 inches for a background. 


Diagonally across the leather cut 


slits three-quarters of an inch long and 
an inch apart. Cat from the leather a 
strip three-quarters of an inch wide, 
long enough to reach diagonally across 
the rack and about three inches over. 
Pull this strip through the slits so tbat 
it forms loops to hold the pipes on the 
right side; then fasten the leather to 
the cardboard, using mounting paste 
When dry burn or paint the -words 
"Smoke the Pipe of Peace" across the 
top. 


Cut three strips of leather about a 


quarter ,of an inch wide and twenty- 
seven inches long. Plait these and draw 
the ends through holes punched at the 
top of the rack. Make a knot on the 
right side to hold the ends. With a

The Onffllnh Labor Organiser Whr> 


In Detained lit ISJ1U U!»ii<t. 


John Turner, ail English labor or- 


ganizer and social refrjriner, while ad- 
dressing a meeting in New York city 
on Oct 23 was arrested upon a war- 
rant issued by Secretary of Commerce 
Cortelyou, taken by fcdernl ollicers to 
Ellis island, tried without counsel or 
witnesses before a board of inquiry, 
and, upon this board finding that Tur- 
ner was an "anarchist" who had been 
here less than three years, Secretary 
Cortelyou ordered his deportation. Up- 
on habeas corpus proceedings Judge 
Lacombe sustained the law. Turner 
has appealed to the supreme court and 
consents to remain in detention until 
the case can be tried. 


The government rests its case upon 


so much of section 3 of the immigra- 
tion law (amended March 3, 1903) as 
reads, "That no person who disbelieves 
in or who is opposed to all organized 
government or who is a member of or 
affiliated with any organization enter- 
taining or teaching such disbelief in or 
opposition to all organized government 
* * * shall be permitted to enter the 
United States." 


Turner admitted to the board that 


he was an "anarchist" (without any 
definition) and will doubtless say that 
he "disbelieves in all organized govern- 
ment." But what he calls himself is 
immaterial. 
He has never been ar- 


rested by the English government, 
though for twenty years a speaker at 
public meetings and participant in la- 
bor agitations. 


The only utterance quoted against 


him by the government counsel is an 
extract from his speech of Oct 23, in 
which he expressed satisfaction that 
the workers of Europe were organiz- 
ing for a general strike by which they 
would gain their rights. 


But the government claims—and this 


is sustained by the court—the power to 
deport him for merely disbelieving, re- 
gardless of anything he may or may 
not say or have said. 


It is not denied that Turner has crit- 


icised the present system of society 
and advocated some reorganization by 
which the ^laboring classes, so called, 
shall receive the full product of their 
labor, but the justice of his complaints 
against the existing order and whether 
or -not. the .organization of society be 
proposes does or does not mean the 
maintenance of a government of some 
sort are academic questions. 


The question at issue is. Shall the 


federal government have the power to 
exclude aliens merely because of opin- 
ions they may have regarding what 
would be a proper organization of so- 
ciety? 
Even though the present "ad- 


ministrative process" be modified to al- 
low of judicial proceedings, shall the 
federal government be a judge of dis- 
beliefs? Judge Lacombe holds that the 
first amendment to the constitution 
prohibiting congress from abridging 
freedom of speech does not apply to the 
^Sestion~oT admission of aliens. Upon 
this the supreme court will pass, and if 
it upholds the law appeal must be 
made to congress.

More than half a century ago a com- 


pany of United States cavalry station- 
ed at Fort 
, in what is now Arizona, 


had a pet bc-ar they called Uncas. Un- 
cas was as tractable as a Newfound- 
land dog. moving freely about the pout. 
usually spending bis time either beg- 
ging the cook for something.to eat or 
sleeping in the sunshine in winter and 
the shade In summer. One day Uncas 
strayed away from the post and did 
not return.

of a Chemical Compound.

Before the American Society of Me- 


cliauical Engineers tbe other afternoon 
in the assembly room of the Stevens 
Institute of Technology at Hoboken, 
N. J., Professor Hans Goldscbinidt of 
Essen, Germany, described and demon- 
strated the remarkable powers of ther- 
mit in an illustrated lecture on aluinino 
thermics and their application to en- 
gineering and metallurgy, says the New 
York Times. 


By alumino thermics is meant the 


useful application of the heat generat- 
ed by tbe burning of a compound com- 
posed of powdered aluminium and ses- 
quioxide of iron. When fired by the 
application of a bit of magnesium tape, 
this compound burns fiercely, generat- 
ing a heat equivalent to that of the 
electric arc. The oxygen to support this 
intense combustion is taken from the 
iron orfde, and the resulting products 
of the "combustion are metallic iron and 
oxide of aluminium, or corundum. The 
fused combination is hot enough to 
burn a hole with clean edges through 
an iron plate of any thickness, accord- 
ing ito the quantity of thermit burned, 
without beating tbe plate except at 
the point of perforation. The material 
is not explosive and if thrown upon a 
fire will not burn. 


The industrial applications of ther- 


mit, some of which were demonstrated 
on the platform, were extremely inter- 
esting. Rails and pipes were united 
very quickly, and tbe unions were as 
good, judging from samples which had 
been planed, as the body of the metal. 
The joining of masses of iron by means 
of thermit is scarcely welding and 
might be more appropriately designat- 
ed fusion. 


Probably the most important of these 


processes is the one by which a con- 
tinuous rail of equal conductivity, a 
necessity of modern electric railway 
construction, is obtained very quickly 
and cheaply. This union may be effect- 
ed after the trolley track or third rail 
Is in position and is much less expen- 
sive than adequate bonding. Third rail 
welding is now in operation on some 
twenty miles of electric railway in 
Paris, also on two electric railways con- 
necting Berlin with its suburbs. Re- 
sults of great Interest to the engineer 
have also been attained with thermit 
in such difficult operations as mending 
the broken sternpost of an ocean liner, 
the Sevilla; repairing the broken driv- 
ing wheel of a locomotive, welding a 
broken crank shaft on a Rhine steamer, 
correcting the defects of large steel 
castings and preventing the formation 
of pipes in steel ingots. 


The operations with which the lec- 


ture of Professor Goldscnmidt were il- 
lustrated were -very brilliant and beau- 
tiful and gave results with astonishing 
rapidity. One of the most surprising 
of these was the fusing of a quality of 
nickel ore in a crucible in about one 
minute, giving a button of pure nickel 
of several pounds weight. There was 
no sensible heat radiated in these oper- 
ations, and the assistant who managed 
the experiments did not even wilt his 
collar. 


It was a matter of interest that these 


operations, 
requiring 
temperatures 


which can only be estimated for the 
reason that no pyrometer could meas- 
nre them, could be conducted on a 
wooden platform with no other protec- 
tion than some loose bricks laid side by 
side and covered with a sprinkling of 
sand. It was also a matter of curiosity 
that the operator, after pouring from a 
ladle the mixture of fused iron and 
corundum, could take in his naked 
hands the vessel in which this fusion 
had just been effected and turn its 
glowing mouth to the audience to show 


Hlfflieat Tribunal In the Land De- 


clare* That a State Can Regulate 
Hour* of L,nbor—Ten Hour Employ- 
er L.o«e* 111* Suit. 
The United States supreme court has 


decided that the eight hour law as pro- 
vided by the statutes of Il'insas is con- 
stitutional and, in brief, that the eight 
hour law for employees on public works 
is valid. The case came up on appeal 
from the supreme court of the state of 
Kansas, which also affirmed the valid- 
ity of the law. 


The case was that of W. W. Atkins, 


plaintiff in error, against tbe state of 
Kansas, and in general terms the con- 
stitutionality of the law wag contested. 
Atkins alleged the act violated the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion in that it denied him due protec- 
tion of the law. 


An important point in the decision 


is that the state can prescribe the con- 
ditions of work. 


Stating the case, the United States 


court says:

charged that Atkins contracted with

"The second count charged that he 


unlawfully hired Keese to labor on the 
basis of ten hours as constituting a 
day's work by contracting to pay the 
current wages for said work, which in 
that locality was $1.50 per day. and 
unlawfully exacted and required of 
him that he work ten hours each cal- 
endar day in order to be entitled to the 
current wages of .$1.50 per day. 


"Whatever may have been the mo- 


tives that controlled the enactment of 
the statute in question, we can imagine 
no possible ground to dispute tlie power 
of the state to declare that no one un- 
dertaking work for it or for one of its 
municipal agencies shall permit-or re- 
quire an employee on such work to la- 
bor in excess of eight hours each day 
and to inflict punishment upon con- 
tractors who disregard such a regula- 
tion. 


"It cannot be deemed a part of the 


liberty of any contractor that he be al- 
lowed to do public work in any mode 
he may choose to adopt without regard 
to the wishes of the state. 


"If it be contended to be the right of 


every one to dispose of his labor upon 
such terms as he deems best, as un- 
doubtedly it is, and that to make it a 
criminal offense for a contractor for 
public work to permit or require his 
employee to perform labor upon that 
work in excess of eight hours each day 
is in derogation of the liberty of em- 
ployee and employer it is sufficient an- 
swer that no one is entitled of absolute 
right and as a part of his liberty to per- 
form labor for the state, and no con- 
tractor for public work can excuse a 
violation of his lawful agreement with 
the state by doing that which the stat- 
ute of the state under which he pro- 
ceeds distinctly forbids him to do. 


"So also if it be said that a statute 


like the one before ns is mischievous in 
its tendencies the answer is that the re- 
sponsibility therefor rests upon legisla- 
tors, not upon the courts. No evils aris- 
ing from such legislation could be more 
far reaching than those that might 
come to our system of government if 
the judiciary, abandoning the sphere 
assigned to it by the fundamental law, 
should enter the domain of legislation 
and upon the grounds merely of justice 
or reason or wisdom annul statutes that 
had received the sanction of the peo- 
ple's representatives. * * * 


"We rest our decision upon the broad 


ground that, the work being of a public 
character, absolutely under the control 
of the state and its municipal agents 
acting by its authority, it is for the 
state to prescribe the conditions under 
which it will permit such work to be 
done. Its action touching snch a mat- 
ter is final so long as it does n%t by its 
regulations infringe the personal rights 
of others, and that has not been done.

He said in qualification of 
his remarks that he did not want to be 
understood as indorsing the use of 
slang, but declared that some expres- 
sions should be leniently considered by 
teachers in instructing the young. 


In support of his theory Professor 


Manley referred to slang expressions 
that he typified as beautiful, poetic and 
effective. 
He said he once beard a 


boy who was being oppressed by a dull 
lecture remark: 


"Gee! If I don't get out of here I'll 


get bats in me belfry." 


He thought this was severely critical 


and definite. 


The slang expression glad hand and 


marble heart Mr. Manley said were to 
him strong and poetical. He believed 
that if the story of the "prodigal son" 
had stated that the world gave him the 
"marble heart" and 'his father gave 
him the "glad hand" on his return pro- 
fessors of literature would now be ex- 
patiating on the beautiful simplicity of 
these expressions and referring to them 
as literature that is not made now- 
adays. 


"A peach with dew on it!" 
"Isn't that beautiful?" asked the 


speaker. "Yet it is the slangy way in 
which I once heard a boy describe a 
girl who had the bloom of May on her 
cheeks." 


Mr. Manley pleaded that children 


might be taught the close relations be- 
tween literature and life and to re- 
gard the language masterpieces not as 
so many lines to be studied, but as 
beautiful expressions describing the 
phases of life.
